bus annis of the, VWoods, Yet the, Earl of 
Strafford rufuſed this offer , and thereby _ 

ate 
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aced a certain lols to Chambre, to & greater 
value, during that a2 Yeats, than what he 
himſc!f afterwards pretended to give for the 
whole Eſtate, Reverſion andall, The Earle 
I ſay rctuſed this offer, direQly contrary to 
the King's Oorder, and cauſed the Leaſe with 
Perſcuai ro be perfected by a ſpecial Order, 
on che terms firſt by him offered , forcing the 
Truſtees to conſent by a Decree, but xo care 
was taken therein to preſerve - the Inheri- 
rance, ſo that His Majeſties Order of Coun-' 
ſel was doubly defeated and eluded , nor was 
this 4000 | Fine, or the 500 1 per avnum Rent, 
or third penny. of the profit of the Woods men- 
ned in thefaid Leaſe ever paid, orif any of 
the 40001 were paid, it was atter Chambre's 
death , and to whom che Earl of Strafſord and 
his Agents pleaſed.
